At 
all times, the play was clean, both 
sides holding their temper well, and 
very little objectionable tackling 
cropping up.

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THE Y. M. C. A. FINANCIAL CAMPAIGN. 

Last Bight upwards of 90 men gathered at Strathcona Hall to 
! initiate a three days' campaign for subscriptions to the work of Mc- 
! Gill Y. M. C. A. at home and abroad. There may have been a time 
i in the history of the Y. M. C. A. when it could be said that this par- 
ticular movement had drawn the lives of its membership and its in- 
terests so closely that it appealed only to a limited class of men who 
; -were given to religious discussion and a kind of dyspeptic piety. But 
; if there ever was such a time it has passed in the upheaval of this 
world war. 

When war was declared in August, 1914, this organization sprang 
Into the field with a staff of trained workers, and within SIX 
months it was found that wherever troops were mobilized in France, 
India, Africa, Great Britain, Australia and Canada, there the Red 
Triangle had established its Ministry of Mercy. From the beginning 
of this war to the present moment the Y. M. C. A. has recognized 
no distinction of Class or of Creed, Barbarian and Scythian, bond and 
free, have received the same kindly treatment, the same willing help 
and cheer. It is worth while noting the appreciations of the great

Jessica, the runaway daughter of 
Shyloek, and Lorenzo, her lover, and 
luter husband, added the pleasant re- 
lief which is always necessary. Neris- 
sa, with her sudden marriage, acted 
similarly In the later part of the play. 

Launcelot Oobbo, playing the part 
of the comedian, upheld, In an admir- 
able manner, what is intended to be 
the lighter side. Bassunlo, the suitor 
to Portia, and his friend Antonio, the 
merchant, on whom the plot was sur- 
rounded, fulfilled all that was requir- 
ed of them, but no opportunity for 
exceptional brilliancy falls to their ljt. 
. A delightful bit of good humour wos 
that enacted In the final scene. This 
choice, but rare presentation, Is some- 
trlng not frequently seen, but It lends 
a vivid contrast to what one has be- 
come so accustomed to meet with.

A film of unusual Interest is being 
shown the first few days of this week 
at the Imperial Theatre, "The Hninbow 
Princess," Is one of those dramas In 
which one becomes Interested in spit., 
cf some rather obvious impossibilities 
In the plot. Perhaps, for that reason, 
rather than In spite of It, the film 
holds the attention. It does not at- 
tempt to clear up all the questions In 
the plot In the last few minutes of the 
play, but, instead, leaves the audience 
to clear up some points as they will, 
leaving the action open to a more freo 
and less complicated conclusion. In 
the first place, Ann Pennington makes 
one of those out-of-the-ordlnary hero- 
ines. As "Hope," it cannot he said 
that she appears to be of unusual 
beauty, but she certainly appears a 
very human little screen person, who 
is not a "doll," nor does she have any 
affectations to encumber her acting. 
As a dancer, she Is unique In her Ha- 
waiian dance, and grace extraordinary 
accompanies her every movement. 

The plot of the film la simple, as 
films go, though many of the scenes 
were extraordinary. The "thrilling" 
balloon ascension and parachute scene, 
tcgether with several circus "stunts" 
really acted out, give zest to the first 
scenes. Something new In rescues was 
also featured. In descending In a 
parachute, Miss Pennington falls Into 
j small lake, the parachute dropping 
over and around her, holding her un- 
der water, entangled In Its folds. The 
hero very gallantly, happening to be 
nearby, rescues her. The rescue Is not 
\ery obvious, as the water was hardly 
deep enough to swim In. Otherwise, 
the film was a happy mixture of the 
serious and ludicrous and certainly 
very pleasing. 

The Weekly had the usual run of 
military reviews, and In addition, Fri- 
day's review of Montreal soldiers on 
Champ de Mars, and the New York 
Pipe Band's procession, also of last 
week.

About 30 days after the tops have been removed 

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to secure it before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
is among the first to feel its injurious influence.

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The Macdonald College Canadian 
Officers' Training Corps was organ- 
ized by Major P. C. Harrison. Prin- 
cipal of the College, In the fall of 1914. 
Major Harrison, aa hia rank would 
indicate, assumed command of the 
corps, and did hia utmost despite the 
difficulty in obtaining rifles and other 
requisites for bringing the unit to the 
same state of efficiency aa that found 
In neighbouring corps where more 
capable assistance was available. 

Like all other Canadian Officers' 
Training Corps, the Macdonald Col- 
lege C. O. T. C. was organized to 
make It possible for the students and 
ell others interested to obtain either 
an "A" or a "B" certificate. The 
"A" certificate, which Is the one most 
sought, qualifies one as a lieutenancy. 

During the first year (1914-151, the 
authorities were unable to obtain uni- 
forms, and all drill was done in ordln- 
ury civilian dress. During the second 
yeur. uniforms wore furnished hy the 
Militia Department, and the drill pro- 
gressed much more quickly. More 
drills were given during the second 
than were given during the first year 
and, in addition, the men had mastered 
the rudiments of the drill book. In 
this way It was possible to advance 
from Indoor rifle drill to outdoor pla- 
toon and company movements. 

This year, the third, everything gives 
promise of a very successful year for 
the corps, especially as compared with 
what has been done In past years. 
During the summer those men, staff 
and students alike, who remained at 
the College, organized themselves as 
a small unit, and were drilled by Lieut. 
A. N. Shaw, also of the College staff. 
That these men accomplished a great 
deal during their spare moments In 
the summer is made very evident now 
when the drills have once more begun. 

In addition to taking these drills 
Just mentioned. Messrs. M. A. Jull 
und A. R. Ness spent a month at Val- 
curtler. attached as lieutenants to the 
171st Battalion, and Mr. A. B. Mc- 
Laurin qualified as Instructor in phy- 
sical training and bayonet fighting, 
after taking a twenty-one day course 
at Camp Borden. Now, with these 
and witli others of the staff, together 
with members of the faculty and with 
some of the students who had pre- 
viously fitted themselves as officers 
and instructors, the work of the C. O. 
T. C. goes steadily forward. 

Although the number of men In the 
unit was larger In previous years than 
it is thia year, yet, because ell who are 
enrolled attend regularly, the average 
attendance will not be much less than 
In former years. When one realizes 
Hint there were more men In the 
Freshman class when the corps was 
organized than there are In the whole 
student body this year, he can read- 
ily understand why so many less are 
enrolled. The organization of the unit 
Is essentially the same as formerly, 
and the staff Is arranged as follows:

Mr. Cunningham la a qualified lieu- 
tenant, but has very kindly conaented 
to act In the capacity of company 
sergeant major. 

With auch a ataff of officers and 
Instructors, the drill la going nhead 
much more rapidly than In former 
years. Major Harrison, who has been 
actively engaged all summer as As- 
sistant Adjutant General at Petewawa, 
has Just returned, and hia valuable di- 
rection will soon be felt.

96 C.V., and maintained that the Civil 
Code must be Interpreted by the ubow 
article In the Code of Civil Proced- 
ure, lie proceeded to explain the in- 
justice which would result were In- 
ternational Law to be upplied tu the 
ense, In which case the husband 
would be at perfect freedom to con- 
tinually change his domicile, ami then 
his opponent s interpretation of Art. 
taking action. He placed supreme 
Importance upon a correct interpreta- 
tion of Art. 98, C.V., which, he claim- 
ed, was the stumbling block. 

L. Phillips, first Junior counsel for 
{ha plaintiff, then substantiated the 
points laid down by his colleague, and 
dispelled the importance of Art. 96, 
C.l\, as merely a rule of procedure 
of the Province of Quebec, 

T. I'. Dillon, first Junior counsel for 
the defendant, followed up the points 
Introduced by his colleague and senior 
counsel, and substantiated his asser- 
tion by various references to well 
known authorities and Judgments. 

Mr. Cloutler, second Junior Counsel 
for the plaintiff, emphasized the fact 
that the parties A and 11 had no in- 
tention of taking up a domicile in 
Montreal. 

Mt, Urldgeman, the second Junior 
counsel for the defense, pointed out 
that they were not considering a 
point of equity, nnd that Injustice not 
remedied by law must be endured. He 
I also referred to judgment which had 
been rendered In similar cuses in the 
past. 

H. K. A. Hose, senior counsel for 
the plaintiff, then summed up his case 
quite ably, anil submitted it to the 
considération of the .Judge. 

Justice tlreenshlelds withheld his 
decision for consideration. He com- 
mended the students for the able 
manner with which they handled the 
case and stated that he had heard 
very much poorer pleading by full- 
fledged lawyers. V. W. Hackett then 
expressed on behalf of the Law Un- 
dergraduate Society, thanks to Mr. 
Justice Greenshlelds, for presiding at 
the Trtnl, and moved a vote of thanks 
to the Judge. Max Uernfeld seconded 
this motion, which was unanimously 
curried amidst a burst of applause. 
The Court then adjourned, after which 
refreshments were served as an ap- 
propriate climax to a very profitable 
and enjoyable evening. 

One of the most enjoyable features 
of the evening's entertainment was 
the remarkable and lifelike manner In 
which the Clerk of the Court and the 
stenographers filled their offices.

It is valid for one yeur, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
oaiicing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to the 
extent of ot least twenty-five days' labor on eacli forty acres.
